The Alamo, at San Antonia, Texas, Is celebrated In America as a patriot

Th^inFebruary Colonel Travis, David Crockett and one hundred and 

fifty Texans, with only a few pieces of artillery and scarcely enough food 
to support life, fought for the freedom of Texas and held the Alamo for 
days against the continuous assault and bombardment of two thousand Mex 
leans whom they repeatedly repulsed with severe losses. 

The Mexicans were reinforced to four thousand strong and still the flag 
of the little garrison with its white star and thirteen stripes, though battered 
and shot to shreds, gloriously surmounted the fort. 

A messenger was sent demanding the Texans to surrender or all would 
be put to the sword. To this a cannon shot was the only reply, whereupon 
the Texans were massacred and their bodies, by order of Santa Anna, burned 

Thus Texas liberty rose from the ashes of her martyred slain. 

The Texans were furiously aroused and bitterly avenged the A-latnc 
massacre at the battle of San Juacinto which General Sam Houston led in 
person amid shouts of “Remember the Alamo,” overwhelmingly defeating the

over the field exerting himself to stop the carnage, until he fell from Ms 
horse and was carried by his aids to the foot of an oak which had served 
as his headquarters before the battle. _ . ..
